FARMERS IN GOOD SHAPE. 



Crops in Missouri, Arkansas and Ken- 
tucicy Considerably Above Ten- 
Year Average. 

While the faiineris in Missouri and 
Kentucky who raised wheat in 1920 
obtained a yield somewhat less than 
the 10-year average, they more than 
made up for this on corn, v,hich Is 
considerably above the average. 

In the latest monthly statement of 
tl.a Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
it i.s riatcd that the v>-hoat yield for 
Mi.ssouri ihis year is 12.5 butslicls per 
acre as compared with 14.3 for the 10- 
year average. The Kentucky wheat 
yield tliis year is 10.2 per acre as com- 
pared with 12.2 for the 10-year aver- 
age. 

Miesouri's com yield this year is 
estimated by the U. S. Department of 
Agriculture at 200,159,000, or 84 per 
cent, while the average for 10 years 
Is 73 per cent. Arkansas' corn esti- 
mate is r)0,2:;2.C00 bushels, 8(5 per cent 
for the 10-year average. Kentucky's 
yield is even greater — 90 per cent as 
against 80 per cent for the 10-year 
aM-rage, with an estimated yield of 
'JtJ.t>41.tXK) ior tliLs year.
